Tour attention is directed to the attached photostatic copy 
of a speech given on February 16, 1948, by- George K. Johnson before the 
Advertising Club of Hollywood, Johnson, who is associated with the pub- 
lication "Gounteratta dc” , which 3 'ou . will recall is the publication of 
former Special Agents Kirkpatrick anJiEeehan, had originally been described in 
the 11 Hollywood Advertising Club Hews* as a former FBI man who would address the 
meeting mentioned previously. 

An Agent of the Los Angeles Office who had been invited to attend the 
luncheon secured the attached copy of Johnson’s sp eech* Johnson closely confined 
himself to the manuscript with the exception of his introductory remarks. He 
emphatically stated that the publicity concerning his having been a former FBI 
man wao in error and that he is n one of the few men of ’Counterattack*’ 1 not formerly 
associated with the Bureau* 

Generally, tha speech gives details concerning known and alleged Com- 
munists as well as Communist front organisations and Communist infiltrated laboas 
unions. There is nothing in the speech which appears to fee grossly in error: how- 
ever, what is of interest is the approach of the speech. The fact that both 
Kirkpatrick and Keenan were formerly associ ated with the FBI is played up|; ; tod 
Keenan was identified as *a former FBI supervisor in Washington 1 *. Another Clever 
approach is the speech is the expressed position of ’’Counterattack' 1 with regard 
to ’’outlawing” the Party* Johnson, in his speech, followed closely the content 
of your remarks in March, 1947, before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. He stated as follows:

"Probably many of you would like Know what we thinfe about out- 
lawing the party* We are against it. is and has been out stand* 

Our idea is that if we focus the attSfc^ion of public opinion on their 
underground activities, the pullifls^Ail . drive them out of business.

STANSFEELD, U. S. N., 3600 Scott Street, San Jtancisco, California, who advised 
that he had been contacted by an individual identifying himself s as Ibm Brady, 
who stated he represented the magazine, "Counter-Attack, n a' periodical published 
in New YorkCity. BRADY reportedly explained to Lieutenant STANSFEELD that the 
magazine was published by a group of ex*FBI agents for the purpose of exposing 
Communists in the country. He stated that at present the magazine faces allibel 
suit filed by Actor FREDERICK MARCH and his wife for having called them Communists. 



lieutenant STANSFEELD stated that BRADY advised him that TED KIRKPATRICK, 
a former FBI agent who is an executive of the magazine, "Counter-Attack, " had asked 
that he,; BRADY, call STANSHELD during his visit to San Francisco and obtain from 
him information relative to the Communist situation in the Bay Area. 



lieutenant STANSFEELD advised that he had been connected with the 
Office of Naval Intelligence during the war, but had no recollection of any 
individual named KIRKPATRICK. 



He further advised that he had given BRADY no information, and had merely 
called this office to furnish us with the data concerning the inquiry. He said he 
had asked BRADY where he was staying and had been advised he was registered at the 
Palace Hotel. He stated he called the Palace Hotel and determined there was a 
TOM BRADY registered, and that his registration card indicated he was a representa- 
tive of Abbett and Company, 3277 Wilshire Boulevard, Los Angela#* «Calif omia .

It appears 
that Kirkpatrick contacted a repreentative of the General Foods 
Company in connection "with the Gersrals Goofds Company radio program, 
and advised this representative that Phillip Loeb was a member of 
the Communist Party and that they had written about him in "Counter S 
attack" magaine.

An examination of the Bureau files reflects that Loeb -/ 
was inves toga ted rather extensively in the early 1940 s when there 
was an expose of alleged Communist in the Xctors Equity Assocai- 
tion, which prepared to have arisen as a result of the action of 
certain memebrs of the A c tors E^iity in attemptihg to oust Philip 
Loeb an other leadership in the Assocaition. Our Investiga- 
tion reflects that Loeb at least a Communist sympathizer, although 
there was no evidence og Communist Party Membership. Information 
was received as late as June, L947 reflecting that Loeb was still 
in the Acotrs Equity and reportedly lined up o opposition to the 
anti-commuhist element who were still tying to gain control of the 
Association.

Agent 
COOK protested to Father CROIIIN the use of the name "Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation" on credentials by representatives of the American Business 
Consultants, Inc., and advised this unethical use of the Bureau’s name led 
to confusion and the continued use of this name on credentials of the 
American Business Consultants, Inc., would only lead to further misunderstanding, 

Father CRONIN stated he was acquainted in some manner with 
Mrs. VEE HOFFMAN whan he believed tobe identical with a former employee of 
the Dies Committe. w e stated that Mrs. HOFFMAN was somewhat cf a "crackpot 
and that when thi Bisho* s Conference of the National Catholic ’Welfare Con- 
ference initiated a campaign to fight Communism, she had sold them on her 
capabilities as an antagonist of Com^ur? am and had set herself up in an of- 
fice Jn the Empire StateBuilding.

Mr. MURPHY also stated that these men had been soliciting subscrip-

Mr. MURPHI's two sons, CHARLES, Jr., and JOHN, who are in business 
with their father, were also present during the above conversation with the 
solicitors. They stated that they did not get the impression that the men 
were actually FBI Agents but that they were in some way associated or con- 
nected with the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Each said he had only a 
cursory view of the credential card but agreed that it contained the words 
"Federal Bureau of investigation." ■- 

All three of the above men stated that they understood from the 
solicitors 1 statements that the publication "Counterattack" was not sponsored 
by this Bureau but they were dubious as to the status of the men who contacted 

them. 

The interviewing Agents explained fully to the MURPHYS that "Counter- 
attack" is neither sponsored, written,, nor distributed by this Bureau nor bj 
enc.

strictly neutral. They were further advised that the interviewing Agents 
or other Bureau officials were not in a position to comment concerning the 
publication or the contents thereof. 

The MURPHYS advised that they. understood the Bureau's position in 
the matter as an Agency of the Federal Government and inquired if the men 
behind the publication were formerly employed by the Bureau. They were ad- 
vised that former Special Agents of the Bureau are or have been interested 
in the publication. 

After completion of the above interview, the Agents were approached 
by an individual who identified himself as "H. A. LOUGHRAN of 'Counterattack'". 
He stated that he was apprehensive concerning his contact with the MURPHYS 
the day previous since they had in fact signed a subscription order blank 
and then after some discussion among them, they had requested him to return 
the following day to pick up the check. He said that when he recognized the 
Agents in the neighborhood, his suspicion was confiiraed and he desired to 
straighten out the matter. CHARLES MURPHY, Sr. and JOHN then joined the 
conversation and the latter requested that he be permitted to again view 
LOUGHRAN 's credential card. 

LOUGHRAN immediately made his identification card available for in- 
spection and it was noted to appear as follows r the card is approximately 
four inches by eight inches and is contained in a transparent celluloid 
envelope. Across the top in bold print is "The Undersigned, Former Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau- of Investigation, have commissioned the bearer, 

H. AJfLOUGHRAN. to discuss with you a matter of the utmost importance."* 

"Three' handwritten signatures of KSNNBTK M^BIERLY . THOMAS G-ffilRKPATRICK, 
and JOHN G» nfLENAN appear across the bottdmand the card is* 1 countersigned 
along" the right edge by "H. A. LOUGHRAN" as bearer. On the left hand side 
of the card in red print is the following "These credentials expire June .30, 
1949." Through the center of the card in large red print is the word "Counter 
attack," in shadow type. 

LOUGHRAN was profuse in his apologies to the MURPHYS if he had in 
any way misled them or misrepresented his position as a solicitor for the 
publication. He explained thai* he had been a Special Agent of this Bureau 
from 1934 to 1941 and that he was employed by the three former Special Agents 
whose names appear on his identification card to obtain subscriptions to the 
publication. He stated further that he had been employed only three days

previously and that the contact with MURPHY was his first attempt to sell. 

He said that he had been accompanying another solicitor named HARRIS to 
observe his methods in the Fulton Fish Market area and to gain experience 
in this type of work. 

An understanding was reached between LOUGHRAN and the MURPHYS 
and the latter left tr.e interview. Prior to the departure of the inter- 
viewing Agents, LOUGHRAN volunteered the information that he anticipated 
leaving "Counterattack" in the near future since he hopes to obtain employ- 
ment as an Air Corps investigator in Chicago. He also stated that "Counter- 
attack" employs twenty-one solicitors at the present time. 

LOUGHRAN stated that he had been specifically instructed by his 
employers to make it clear to all contacts that he had no present affiliation 
with this Bureau. 

He made available the enclosed copy of the June 3, 1949 issue of 
"Counterattack" together witn the enclosed pamphlet entitled "Facts About 
The ifen Responsible For Counterattack." It is noted that the latter re- 
flects the photograph and a short background sketch concerning KENNETH M. 
3IERLY, TKOEab AjfBRkD^. JOHN G. KEENAN, T. C. KIRKPATRICK, all of whom 
are former Special Agents, and of HARRY A. MORGAN. A photostatic copy of 
each enclosure is retained in the New York file. 

The above information is submitted in line with the established 
policy of informing the Bureau of the activities of captioned organization. 
Tnile it appears that the original impersonation complaint is without basis 
in fact, it is obvious that "Counterattack" personnel are attempting to 
use their previous Bureau employment to advantage .

Mrs. HOFFMAN stated that she hu^er rived in San Francisco on July .l, ' 

1949, accompanied by her husband, S. ^r^OFFMAN, and that both she and her 
husband will solicit subscriptions for the above magazine, Mrs. HOFFMAN stated 
that she intended to eontact the Chief of Police of San Francisco, the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, and the Roman Catholic Archbishop of San 
Francisco JOHN J. MITTY (incidentally. Archbishop MITTY is presently in Rome). 

She stated that her purpose in contacting this office was to advise this office l

Kirkpatrick 
stated that Keenan and Bierly also were surprised to learn that these 
complaints were being made and the three of them said they did not want any 
activities on the part of their representatives constituting a nuisance for 
the Bureau.

Henry, President of the John Adams Henry, Inc., a produce company, 
who stated that a solicitor for Counter-Attack, Isaac Harris, had 
secured a meeting with him by representing that he was from the FBI 
and after Mr. Henry saw him it became obvious that all he was was a 
salesman or solicitor for Counter-Attack. SAC Scheldt stated that he 
would investigate the complaint of Mr. Henry as a regular impersonation 
case. He would have Mr. Henry interviewed, also the switchboard girl 
to whom the representations were made, and he would also interview the

28, 19^9# i3iie 
solicit at Ion of subscriptions to COUNTERATTACK has not been handled 
by the COUNTERATTACK organisation itself, but by Parke, Auf^- n J» 

Lipscomb, inc., 99 university Place, New York City, a concern which 
specializes in obtaining subscriptions. A copy of the contract 
between the American Business Consultants, Inc,, and Parke, Austin « 
Lipscomb, Inc., which Kirkpatrick made available to me, is being 
forwarded to the Bureau herewith. Kirkpatrick called particular atten- 
tion to paragraph 7 of this contract which authorizes Parke, Austin & 
Lipscomb to represent to prospects that COUNTERATTACK is prepared by 
former FBI Agents. He said that the form of credentials used by 
the solicitors was devised by Parke, Austin & Lipscomb and it would 
be necessary for the COUNTERATTACK organisation to consult with 
Parke, Austin A Lipscomb in arranging for the discontinuance of the 
credentials • 

Kirkpatrick emphasized that he wanted it mderstood, 
that he realized, the necessity for action to be taken which would 
eause the oompleinta being received bjr the Bureautooeate^and, 
second* that he never haa and deal, not now want te do any thing that 
wouldlpmbarrass the Bureau. He said further that he was 
apprelGtive of the interview since it was the first interview he 
had hacTwith any Bureau representative concerning any phase or the 
activities of COUNTERATTACK since he left the Bureau.

to deal directly with the Bureau* X made no comment regarding the

However, he said the soliciting 
agency would like to state in ordinary type in one paragraph of the 
letter of introduction that Kirkpatrick, Keenan, and Bierly are former 
FBI Agents. Kirkpatrick stated that if this were done and the Bureau 
continues to get complaints that they most definitely would want to go 
further, as they do not want to be any more of a nuisance to the Bureau? 
that if he had any idea that the credentials would cause so much 
nuisance they would not have used them in the first place. 

Hr. Kirkpatrick further stated that Parke, Austin & lip 3 comb 
wanted to have an opportunity to prove to COUNTERATTACK that the 
solicitors aould operate to everybody's satisfaction for sixty days, 
using the proposed letter of introduction, and in the event complaints 
were still received in the sixty-day period, Parke, Austin & Lipscomb 
indicated they would then interpose no objection to eliminating from 
the letter of introduction any mention whatever of Kirkpatrick, Keenan 
And Bierly being former FBI Agents. I told Mr. Kirkpatrick that X 
would advise the Bureau of his comments and get in touch with him 
later re^a^dlng this matter. 

Upon receiving instructions from Mr. Howard Fletcher of the 
Bureau on July 20th, to inform Mr. Kirkpatrick that the Bureau does not 
desire to approve or make any further suggestions regarding this 
situation, but in the event any additional complaints are received 
they will be brought to Kirkpatrick's attention immediately# I called 
Mr. Kirkpatrick and gave him this message. He expressed his apprecia- 
tion for the Bureau's oomments and his desire to be notified immediately 
in the event of any further complaint s so that the necessary steps to 
remedy such coup laints could be taken.

During the course of investigation, information was developed from 
interviews with officials of the Columbia Broadcasting System (CBSi) and 
persons who are familiar with activities at CBS concerning a new policy at 
CBS relative to employees possessing Communist tendencies and sympathies. < ./ ■ 

The officials of CBS are aware of adverse publicity concerning 
Communist infiltration and CBS is attempting to get rid of some of the 
known Communists and Communist sympathizers. 

Mr. THEODORE KIRKPATRICK, Editor of "Counterattack" and former FBI 
Special Agent, advised that after the July 1, 1949 issue of "Counterattack" 
appeared, which criticized CBS for being partial to Communists and Communist 
propaganda, Executive Vice-President of CBS, Mr. JOSEPH REAM, contacted Mr. 
KIRKPATRICK and arranged an interview to discuss CBS' position. 

Mr. KIRKPATRICK advised that since July, 1949, he has had discussions 
with Mr. REAM concerning the intentions of CBS to purge its personnel of 
Communists and Communist Party sympathizers. It is Mr. KIRKPATRICK'S impression 
..that Mr. REAM is sincere in his efforts and stated that Mr. REA M expressed a

Miller credits the assistance of Alan Beitman, 
the American Civil Liberties Un ton's Assistant Director , in 
preparing the book anp sets forth "verbatim" conversations he 
had to*** Theodore C, Kirkpatrick , John G,Y&eenan, and Kenneth 
Bier ly who published "Red Channels," These three individuals, 
all ex-FBI Agents, under the corporate name of American Business 
Consultants, also began the publication of " Counterattack 



" Red Channels," issued on June 22, 1950, consisted of 
a list of 151 writers, aotors, singers, dancers, producers, 
network executives , etc,, who are, or have been at one time, 
connected with organisations the editors allsgsd to be Communist, 
The list was brought into publio focus for the first time by the 
cancellation in Augiqpt, 1950, of actress Jean Muir's can- tract to 
appear on the progrdm "The Aldrich Family," sponsored by the 
General Foods Corporation, About a month later the appointment

Briefly , Miller* a findings emphasise that the listing 
of any person* e nan* in "Bed Channels " is a severe handicap to 
that person who attempts to get a Job in radio or television} 
that a number of persons interviewed by Miller , whose names 
appeared in f 'Bed Channels,” stated that their careers had been 
praottoaliy ruined and that producers and advertisers in the 
field have reached the point where they are extremely sensitive 
concerning individual so listed * Miller stresses that the 
compilers of **Med Channels" nsithsr knew nor oared whether the 
persons listed were Communists or sympathetic to Communism* Be 
stresses that this might net make much difference were it hot 
for the foot that the industry has resigned its s If, almost without 
exception, to taking "Med Channels" as an authertty - tn the 
interest of staying sat of trouble - and to ruining the pro- 
fessional careers of a number of people listed , 

Mtller observes that so-called black-listing tn the 
industry began with the American Leg ten *e summary of trends 
concerning Communism ; the anonymous arttele entitled " Bed Fronts 
in Bad to," which appeared in the October, 1949, issue of " The 
Sign," a nationally circulated Catholic magasinsf the lengthy 
article by Frederick Voltman entitled "Beds Colonising in Tf 
and Radio,” which appeared in the July 18, 1949, issue of the 
Mew fork World-Telegram! and the weekly teeuee of Counterattack, 
which have been published since May of 1947* 

Curing hie survey, Mtller claims that he interviewed 
numerous people in the industry, including government officials 
past and prsssnt, particularly from ths " Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the Federal Communtoatione Commission, and the 
United 8tatee Congress" (P, 38)* Ms stressed that he received 
the fullest cooperation from the publishers of Counterattack 
and "Red Channels who spent several days answering most sf 
the questions put to them (P* 33)* 

Chapter 3 of Miller's book (P* 61) entitled "After the 
M§IX, that?" opens with a quotation from the Director *e arttele 
it Newsweek for June 9, I960, in which the Director pointed out 
several rules ef action to be, fallowed by not labeling anyone a 
Communist unlade the person had the foots, etc, Whs Director's 
article in the New Fork Times Magasine for April 16, I960 ( P , 68), 
stresses the confidential nature of FBI files and that the FBI 
makes no aoo usations* On that page ie also sot out a quotation 
from Mr* Clegg's speech before the New Fork Herald Tribune Forum 
in October, 1950, which stresses that efforts by prtvate persons 
and groups to screen pereeno and evaluate information pertaining

to subversive activities, before reporting it to the FBI, " are 
inconsistent with our best interests . 

On page 75 Miller points outt "Like all government 
agencies, the federal Bureau of Investigation expanded greatly 
and rapidly just before and during the Second World War, John 
&, Keenan, Theodore C . Kirkpatrick, and Kenneth M. Bierly wore 
among the thousands of new and temporary appointees. On pegs 
76, in commenting about the desire of the three FBI men to launch 
a publication to alert Americans to the danger of Communism, 

Miller states that Kirkpatrick pointed out that the long established 
FBI policy of neither interpreting nor publicising its findings 
was "a very frustrating sort of thing, particularly to any individual 
who is impatient ." 

Miller stresses ( P , 91) that American Business Consultants 
do not have access to the files of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and rsoeive no oooporation from that agonoy , In fact. 

Miller states the Director's unsigned picture hangs in the offices 
of the American Business Consultants and that the Director is 
known to disapprove of the firm's activities. Miller stated i 
"A spokesman for Lou Niohols, Mr. Hoover's assistant, told 
Sponsor magazine ( a trade publication circulated mainly within 
the radio and television industry), *Wo are aware of the activities 
of the publishers of Bed Channels and Counterattack, but sinee 
they are private bit teens, we have no legal control over their 
practices. Individuals who have severed their relations with the 
FBI in no way possess our indorsement or stamp of approval. 

Certainly , all the information in the ftles of the FBI is 
confidential , available only to those Government officials so 
authorised to examine it. *" On page 92, Kirkpatrick and Keenan 
admit they receive no cooperation from the FBIf moreover, at 
least on one ocoaston one of their salesmen so emphasised the 
former FBI associations of his employers that the Wew York 
Office of the FBI called Kirkpatrick in for a "conference" on 
the matter » and ao a result, the salesman is no longor with the 
firm, MtUor points out that this sales tebhnique playing up 
the FBjKr theme is sttll uted by some of the employees, and in its 
promotional letters the firm relies on its former FBI connections. 
Miller on this page quotee an unnamed employer who was interviewed 
by a eale&man of the firm. The employer eaid the salesman had a 
moth-eaten letter which pointed 0P the firm's former FBI associ- 
ation , and t0 odleoman's who It approach was the "fear technique" 
implying that the employer's firm might get into trouble if they 
did not have an investigation made of thetr employees or at least 
take several subscriptions to "Counterattack," 
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Miller, on page 169, claim there ie very little 
doubt that the Communist Party has been a otive in radio and 
television, ao in the root of the entertainment field ; that in 
the past many "email liberals n have cooperated with the Party, 
possibly even to the extent of discriminating against the 
Party *s enemies when it came to jobs , Miller observes : " But 

only the Federal bureau of Investigation c an say whether or not 
there actually la o Communist blaok list in radio and in tele- 
vision and, if so, hew widespread and effeottve it has been , 

The publiehere of Counterattack and Bed Channels have done the 
industry a disservice by referring to , evidence t which they do 
not now have •* and never have had," 

On page 176 Mtller dieouseee the ease of Wtlliam 
Sweete, a veteran of 25 yeare In radio, »/*o had for 6 yeare 
been director of two programs, "Gangbustsrs" and " Counterspy 
both packaged by Me Phillips Lord agency, "Gangbustsrs" was 
sponsored by General Foods, " Counterspy " by Pepst-Cola, In 
June, 1949, exaotly a year before the appearance of "Bed 
Channels," Sweets resigned from both programs and now runs an 
antique ehop in Manchester, Vermont, At the time of Ms 
resignation, he was president of the Radio and Television 
Directors Guild and at one point was quotsd as saying he had 
been the vtotim of a black list initiated by Counterattack, 

On another occasion he eatd he was forced to resign because of 
what he called "sponsor-agency” pressure. Variety magaeine in 
its August, 1949, issue, commented on Sweete* reetgnation "for 
hte alleged political be lief e" and pointed up the problem of 
clearing talent from ” fellow-traveler " chargee, A representative 
of one of the advertising agenoiee, commenting on Sweets* resig- 
nation said that both of his programs suffered from poor direction 
and had low Booper ratings. Miller pointed out that Sweets had 
refused to sign the non-Communist affidavit required under the 
Taft-Bartley Law, Miller stressed that Sweete had been condemned 
in Counterattack several times amd, though he had been out of the 
industry for about a year, nevertheless, hie name was carried in 
” Bed Channels , " Miller said (P, ITT) that, during tha recent war, 
Sweete had been on the staff ef BBC, where everyone was checked 
for loyalty. Miller oenttmtedt "Far twa summers prior to his 
resignation he had taken ever This I* Tour FBI when the regular 
director me on vacation. As the colleague quoted above put it, 
*Thie program has the official sanction of the FBI and I am sure 
that if Sweets were a Communist, the FBI would know about it and 
would not have allowed him to direct the show, *" 

Bureau files reflect that on May 27, 1949 , you advised 
Mr * Tolson that, in the early days of "This Is Tour FBI," Jerry 
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Devine hod mnted to secure William Smoto to direct the program' 
ao a substitute for Devine, Sweets mao e toed a few tinea in the 
early dayo of the program but at the tine me had no derogatory 
infornatton concerning him. In the meant tne, derogatory infor- 
mation concerning Smeeto had been developed and, a few dayo 
before the date of your memorandum to Mr, Toleon, you a dotted 
Devine that for peroonal reasons, should tt be necessary for him 
to get another director , you wanted him to get someone other than 
Sweets in view of the latter's connection with the ” Oangbusters ” 
program • 



We are presently c onducting a Security Matte r-C ease 
on Sweets, I \ former Communtot leader, has 

identified Sweets as a concealed Communist who, some time prior 
to 1945, supported the re-election of Benjamin Davis ( Communist ) 
for councilman tn Mew York. ( 100-362461-4 ) Investigation has 
revealed that Sweets has also been active in various Communist 
front organisations. 

On page 206, Miller stresses that both management and 
labor in radio and television are still looktng for an answer to 
cure the problem raised by the publication of ", Bed Channels” and 
the fear of Cewmuniets and Communist sympathisers in the industry 
and claims that at one time an influential group in the industry 
wanted to hire a man wtth the widest possible respect who could 
handle cases like the Jean Muir case, lteten te both sides and 
render a verdict. Two names were discussed as possibilities for 
the job, ffeneral Dwight D, Eisenhower and J, Edgar Soover, Metther 
was available according te Miller , 



On page 210, Miller states that one difficulty presented 
by this whole situation i$ that the real " problem " has never been 
clearly defined. By way of example he pointed cut that a saboteur 
in the industry might never be uncovered by the ”Bod Channels " 
type of exposure. Miller stressed that the Comma iet epy or 
saboteur would not be a member of tho Party / would not attend a 
Party Meeting t would not associate himself wit M a "front " ; would 
never bo denounced in Counteruttaek or listed in "Bed Channels "s 
ami would not beNkfttouererf as a reeultsf any of the "investiga- 
tions or research projects” of Ammrican Basinesa Consultants, 
Accordingly, Miller cannot see how Counterattack can be of the 
slightest mine. If the problem ie one of ftadtmg and identifying 
CommuntyMjFarty members in the industry, Miller states that the 
job should »et be delegated to tho American Business Consultants, 
whose officials do net know who to or io not a Communtot and 
they we no way of finding eat. Miller oaye (P, 2ir ) 

that the FBI may be able to identify Communists in radio and

FBI has not and certainly never will publish their names; that 
in case of war with Russia, if radio and television are found 
to be "sensitive," the FBI will probably turn over the results 
of its investigations to governmental authorities in charge of 
"screening" personnel » Miller s ays that , until and if the FBI 
takes over the fob of investigating radio and television personnel, 
there seems to be no sure way of identifying Communists in the 
industry , Me observes that a disciplined Party member would not 
hesitate to sign a loyalty statement required by the network. 

Be observes that the Mouse ffn-Anertcan Activities Committee might, 
of course, create the equivalent of the famous Bollywood fen list, 
but even if an actor, writer, or director refused to answer the 
question as to whether or not he was a member of the Party this 
in itself would not be proof that the individual was a member of 
the Party (P, SIB), 

Miller observes (P, SIS ) that entertainers who contrtbuto 
money to Party front groups indirectly aid the Communist Party 
and grants that entertainers and artists who lend their names to 
front organisations give these groups a prestige and respeeta~ 
btlity they would not otherwise enjoy . Nevertheless , Miller 
observes it is ettll legal for anyone to contribute funds to 
front groups or the Party tteelf; it is still legal to lend 
one's no«« to each groups and artists who do so may expect to 
be crtttetsed and should not be surprised or demand pity if 
their popularity suffers. Miller stresses, however, that for 
theee individuals to be deprived of their livelihood because 
of the pres euro tactics of a handful of eealots is quite a 
different matter,

It cannot be satd that thie is a calm and dispassionate 
job of analysing « situation which, there te ao doubt, is called 
"sensitive" in the mdio-TF industry. Miller's book, as much as 
we might not like to admit it, makes its strongest ease agatnst 
the Counterattack people dimply beeause of the stupid responses 
by Kirkpatrick, Keenan and Miarly, when questioned by Miller • 

There is no doubt , if Miller's reporting is factually correct, 
that this trio lack basic common sente. 

The beek is a disorganised treatise, whioh is difficult 
to read.

An investigation was conducted in August and 
September , 1946 , concerning ten serials which were 
apparently missing from Communist Infiltration into Labor 
Union cases in the New York Office . Kirkpatrick and his 
associates were suspected of abstracting these serials 
from the files at the time they resigned . This investi- 
gation was discontinued on September 24, 1946, since it 
appeared that Kirkpatrick and his associates were aware 
of the investigation, and it was presumed that they had 
destroyed the reports which might have been used as 
evidence ana inst, them.

We have had considerable onrdUl correspondence with K ee nan daring 
the last two years and by letter dat ed Ms mb H, IMt.Ksenan advised tbs Biroeftor 
that he thought "Masters of Deceit" was the best beak he had ever read on tbs oddest, 
that thsy had promoted the book through their lists sad received more than M enters 
in less than two weeks. Keenan also stated that he talked before a Holy Marne frwup 
of church in I*archmont, New Yak, the previous Sunday and menti oned tbs 
Director's book and was amased at the response when over thirty ordered the book 
before they left the breakfast. Many of these requests were for autographed copies 
of the book. His letter was cordially acknowledged and the books he requested auto- 
graphed as a result of the above talk to the Holy Name Society were autographed by 
the Director and returned to Keenan. 

We have had no trouble with "Counterattack” since the late 1940' s 
ami our relations with it have been limited but cordial since 1950.
